* people who will, with migdirected enthusiasm, 
persist in answering it in a certain way. 
The new editor of the Monthly Review has 
permitted one of these apologists to commit 
various indigcretions in that usually sober 
and snfe_tiagazine. ‘The contributor, who 
signe the article “ X,” has more insight into 
things Japanese than into human nature. 
He admits the masaucre by Japanese of three 
hundred thousand - “ Christians,” which 
* seems to. sully for ever the. fair fame of 
Japan” ;"but argues that for their aggres- 
siveness. they dererved all they got. The 
Japanese Government's order in 18285, viz., 
“Tn case there be any foreign ship approach- 
ing the coast of Japan, the officer ‘in 
charge need not ask the reason why they 
have come, but should firo at once on such, 
“ships,” is alao admitted ‘That, he says;
